The case history of a successful TV campaign 


for a phony diet pill 


which reduced the viewers’ pocketbooks 


but litile else

One early morning in the spring 
of 1959, Dave Garroway, then 
functioning as the beloved master 
of ceremonies of the National 
Broadcasting Company’s Today 
show, fixed his familiar owlish 
gaze upon 12 million or more 
television viewers across break- 


fast-time America and announced, 
“Now we'll meet Dorothy Bryce, 
another Regimen girl who dared 
to lose weight before millions!” 

The camera flicked toward a 
youngish, slim Westchester Coun- 
ty, N.Y., housewife and mother 
of three. continued

“Right, Dave,” she chimed in vigor- 
ously. “Here’s my ‘before’ picture, 
one I'll never forget . . . I was 173 
pounds and size 18 before I learned 
about the Regimen Tablets way to lose 
weight. Millions saw me weigh in 
each week on the Today show as I lost 
25 pounds in six weeks... . You 
know, reducing the Regimen Tablets 
way, I ate what I liked—just not so 
much. Actually felt satisfied on a 
fraction of the calories I used to eat, 
and pounds tumbled off. .. .” 

Garroway came back with the 
clincher: “Regimen Tablets! A com- 
pletely new, clinically -proved drug 
combination to help you reduce... .” 


Sales record: $6,500,000 


Regimen was then the Nation’s most 
popular nonprescription reducing drug. 
In 1959, thanks to television, its 
sales reached a record of $6,500,000. 
Yet, by early 1965, Regimen was off 
the market. In February, its manu- 
facturer and its former advertising 
agency were convicted and fined for 
false advertising in a New York State 
court. And as this was written, a 
Federal trial on mail fraud and other 
serious charges was in progress 
against them in Brooklyn. 

Unhappily, Regimen is more than 
just another racket that went boom- 
and-bust. Its success is, first, a re- 
vealing insight into the despair and 
gullibility of an estimated 79,000,000 
overweight Americans, some 9,500,000 
of whom are dieting at any one time, 
almost always unsuccessfully. (The 
best studies have shown that even 
under expert medical guidance per- 
haps only 2 percent of dieters 
manage to take and keep off their 
excess weight for two years or more, 
despite the fact that trimness has 
become the American Ideal and evi- 
dence is growing stronger all the time 
that overweight substantially short- 
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ens the life span.) 

Secondly, the Regimen record is a 
study in the exploitation of the un- 
fortunate overweight by imaginative 
(but dishonest) pill peddlers and their 
retainers—and by television. Indeed, 
the Regimen history is so blatant that 
one wonders how the networks ever 
permitted themselves to become in- 
volved. For all the networks did. 
Mrs. Bryce and other Regimen en- 
dorsers plugged these pills not only 
on Today but also on Keep Talking 
(CBS) and American Bandstand 
(ABC). The following focuses on 
NBC’s involvement because the legal 
prosecution of the Regimen backers 
concentrated on this aspect of the case. 

NBC did not know that Mrs. Bryce, 
one of the stars of Garroway’s Regi- 
men commercials, was a professional 
actress; and that while she was 
“weighing in” weekly on the Today 
show, she was not only faithfully 
swallowing Regimen, she was also on 
a diet which proved so merciless that 
she became ill. However, two years 
previously, Regimen had been brand- 
ed as “worthless” in medical testi- 
mony before a Congressional inves- 
tigating committee. Its mail-order 
sale had been halted after the US. 
Post Office Department had issued a 
fraud order against the manufacturer. 
And also in 1957 the National 
Better Business Bureau had warned 
in a nine-page circular that no in- 
gredient of Regimen was “new,” that 
the drug “may not be safe for all 
persons” and that its advertising was 
“not in the public interest.” 


A late-model Barnum 


The entrepreneur behind Regimen 
was a late-model P. T. Barnum: 
John Andreadis, who called himself 
John Andre and had long been the 
master promoter of the obesity busi- 
ness. At one period or another he had 
been the guiding genius of 19 com- 
panies. The U.S. Government had 


developed a curiosity about many of 
these enterprises and his legal prob- 
lems dated back to October 1946, 
when one of his firms was the sub- 
ject of a Postal Fraud Order. 

The “live weigh-ins” on television 
featuring such paid endorsers as Dor- 
orthy Bryce had been his own idea, 
and he insisted on personally select- 
ing the performers who would diet 
on his costly television time. 


An experienced dieter 


Mrs. Bryce well remembered the 
time when she was first taken to his 
office in New York. She had been an 
actress for 15 years and she was 
having her problems. She was mar- 
ried to an actor and they had money 
worries. She had recently had her 
third child and had gained so much 
weight that she could get few acting 
jobs. She had dieted successfully 
many times in the past, but this time 
there just didn’t seem to be anything 
that could get her started on a suc- 
cessful diet. She weighed over 30 
pounds more than her normal weight 
of 140 pounds, and she was depressed. 
“J just kept eating,’ she said later. 

Mrs. Bryce was anxious to impress 
Andre and also wanted her old figure 
back. “I was disgusted with myself,” 
she remembered subsequently. “I was 
kind of thrilled with the idea of 
having a campaign to force myself 
to do it.” 

She had come to the right man. 
“How do we know, if we choose you, 
that you are going to lose this weight?” 
asked Andre, as Mrs. Bryce later re- 
membered for the benefit of a federal 
prosecutor. Mrs. Bryce pointed out to 
Andre that she had recently given 
birth to a child, that her normal 
weight was 140 pounds and that she 
was a “strong person.” 

“‘T stood up for them and turned 
around so that they could see,” said 
Mrs. Bryce. “I also told them that 
when I did weigh 140 pounds I had 


a very nice figure.’ The Regimen 
people decided that she was a rea- 
sonable risk and said that they hoped 
she would lose 20 pounds in four 
weeks, if possible, and that live 
weigh-ins might be extended for an- 
other two weeks thereafter. She 
would be paid a fee commensurate 
with that of a “dramatic actress,” plus 
the usual residuals for each subse- 
quent appearance on film. 

“You were strictly an actress in 
this?” Mrs. Bryce was later asked by 
Martin Pollner, an Assistant United 
States Attorney. 

“Yes,” said Mrs. Bryce. 

“You were given great inducement, 
monetarily, to lose this weight?” she 
was asked. 

“Oh, yes,” she said. 

By November 1959 she had earned 
$17,701 from Regimen commercials. 

“They were never told to con- 
sciously restrict their caloric intake,” 
Andre testified about Mrs. Bryce and 
his other paid guinea pigs. “They 
were just told that in order for them 
to lose weight, they had to eat less.” 

Mrs. Bryce entertained few illusions 
about the effectiveness of Regimen. 


Pay check a factor 


“The first two weeks didn’t seem 
too bad,” she testified. “I felt that 
there was an appetite curb in the 
Regimen Tablets, and I have been 
told this was probably the pay check. 

. . I had a great incentive to lose 
this weight. It sort of became an ob- 
session with me... . I had steak and 
eggs and grapefruit and yogurt. The 
closer I got to my own weight, the 
more difficult it was to lose, and so 
after the first few weeks it was very, 
very difficult for me.” 

Did she count her calories? “I’m 
sure it was less than 800 a day during 
the first two weeks,” she recalled. 
After that she ate even less. 

Just before embarking on her Regi- 
men cure, she was examined continued

by a doctor who was suggested by the 
Regimen enterprisers, and after suf- 
fering for four weeks the discomforts 
of her very strict diet, she returned 
to him with swollen ankles and a de- 
cidedly short temper. The doctor was 
not upset. He recommended that she 
take Diuril, a diuretic that would 
help her system dispose of excess 
water. For her temper she _ took 
phenobarbital. She was absolutely de- 
termined to get rid of 20 pounds in 
four weeks so that her contract 
might be extended. But time had al- 
most run out when she still had sev- 
eral pounds to lose. She decided to 
take drastic steps. 


Just grapefruit and yogurt 


“So I ate hardly anything at all the 
last three or four days,” she said. “Just 
grapefruit and yogurt lots of 
coffee and lots of cigarets.’ And it 
should be remembered that Mrs. Bryce 
was by no means the only paid Regi- 
men endorser who put herself through 
such self-torture. One of her fellow- 
endorsers, Antonia Antonacci, who 
starred in “live weigh-ins” on the 
CBS Keep Talking show, once sub- 
sisted briefly on nothing but cucum- 
bers and celery. 

The health of both women suffered 
as a result. Miss Antonacci complained 
that she became “very nervous” and 
suffered from heart palpitations. Mrs. 
Bryce needed vitamin B-12 injections 
and other treatment. “I was anemic,” 
she said. “I couldn't face food.” 

In the meantime, ever the actress, 
she cheerily played the role that had 
been handed her by her employers. 
She also signed testimonials reporting 
that she “felt fine the whole time” 
when she was taking Regimen, that 
she “never got irritable” and “never 
felt hungry once.” She did refuse to 
sign a statement that she enjoyed 
“rich desserts and potatoes with 
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gravy” while thriving on John Andre’s 
tablets, but she was not penalized for 
this recalcitrance. Perhaps she was 
forgiven because, when she stepped 
on the scale on the Today show and 
her weight loss was _ triumphantly 
noted on the big score board, she 
surely did sparkle. 

“Dorothy, you look sensational!” 
Jack Lescoulie once said on the show. 
“How do you feel?” 

“Wonderful!” she said. “And what 
a pleasure to be trim again. I can’t 


praise the Regimen Tablets way 
enough!” 

“You may not lose as much as 
Dorothy,” Lescoulie told viewers. 


“You may lose more!” 

Sometime after Dorothy Bryce be- 
gan appearing on Today, there were 
rumors around the studio that her 
weight loss just possibly might be due 
to forces beyond Regimen. 

“Toward the end of the campaign,” 
Garroway remembered, “to the best 
of my memory, I heard one or two or 
three people question this area, but 
they had no definite information.” He 
was so harried during the years on 
Today, he later recalled sadly, that 
nobody had much time to question 
anything. “There were more thoughts 
after the fact than during it,” he said. 


Supervision suggested 


Somebody did entertain relevant 
thoughts even before the fact, and this 
was Percy F. Smith, supervisor of 
advertising standards at NBC. When 
the weigh-ins were first proposed, he 
suggested that the Regimen cures be 
administered under 24-hour super- 
vision by doctors in a hospital. The 
advertising agency protested that this 
demand was “too strong” and it was 
dropped as “impractical.” Instead, 
NBC agreed to settle on affidavits from 
the endorsers and the doctors who 
examined them (who in turn relied on 
the veracity of the endorsers). 

NBC nevertheless felt that it had 


given John Andre a pretty rough 
time for his money. The scale used for 
the weigh-ins on the Today show had 
been meticulously checked by a rep- 
resentative of the manufacturer, and 
the Regimen advertising copy was 
constantly being toned down. Andre 
and his associates were eager to get 
by with saying that the tablets worked 
“without dieting or super-will power” 
and that they would cause customers 
to “lose weight automatically.” NBC 
kept turning down proposed ads until 
they contained enough “weasels.” 
This is the industry term for artful 
qualification—the kind that doesn’t 
leap out at the audience and might 
even be overlooked. 


A clever weasel 


NBC, for example, would not permit 
Mrs. Bryce to assert that she lost her 
weight “without diet.” She was merely 
allowed to say that she lost it “with- 
out starvation diet.” Since she did eat 
800 calories a day and did not, in 
fact, starve to death, this was a truth- 
ful, if well-weaseled, statement. 

The exact wording of the Regimen 
commercials turned into a running 
debate about semantics. Four years 
later, when Smith was questioned by 
prosecutor Pollner, the Government 
felt that when Mrs. Bryce was per- 
mitted to say on TV, “I ate what I 
liked, just not so much,” the audience 
was entitled to conclude that Regi- 
men had inhibited her appetite. 

Smith disagreed. “To me it indi- 
cates that the plan was to have cut- 
down caloric intake,” he said. 

Pollner contended that the TV com- 
mercials added up to one conclusion 
for the dieter: “The pills will do the 
work, rather than yourself.” 

Percy Smith demurred: “Not in our 
commercials. We didn’t interpret it 
in that way.” He said that NBC felt 
there was a “psychological factor” in 
the Regimen “program” which could 
be expected to help dieters to keep 


down their food intake. Besides, 
there was medical proof of Regimen’s 
effectiveness. It had been documented 
by “clinicals’—clinical trials admin- 
istered by doctors to groups of patients 
under their supervision. 

Not everyone took the wording of 
the commercials quite so seriously. 
“Clinically proved’ is such a mean- 
ingless phrase to anyone who is look- 
ing for specifics,’ Dave _Garroway 
told Pollner, ‘and there is the weasel. 
‘To help you reduce caloric intake.’ 
So will a rope!” Moreover, as at least 
one doctor who was involved later 
admitted, many of the rosy results of 
the tests were spurious. 

By November 1959, the doubts about 
Andre had finally become too much 
for NBC, and on Percy Smith’s rec- 
ommendation, the network decided 
to terminate its dealings with him. 

“I. am convinced that this client 
and this agency do not want to meet 
their responsibilities by complying 
with our requirements,” Smith wrote 
to his superiors. “Their copy requires 
constant revision and entails more 
time than 10 ‘other accounts. As fast as 
we can straighten out copy, they seek 
other subterfuges to undermine us.” 

Under today’s tightened network 
rules for what constitutes acceptable 
advertising, it is highly doubtful that 
a promoter of Andre’s caliber could 
still slip past the censors. And yet it 
is not impossible, because men like 
Andre are extraordinarily resourceful. 

Indeed, he might have been able to 
skirt really serious trouble with the 
Government if he had not thought of 
himself as a legitimate businessman. 
When some cartons of Regimen were 
stolen from a plant in Brooklyn in 
1959, he hustled down to the New York 
County District Attorney’s office and 
asked for the investigation which led 
to his downfall and to the exposure of 
what Assistant D. A. Joseph Stone 
called “one of the most brazen mass- 
media frauds ever perpetrated on the 
American people.”

Voyage to the 
Bottom of the Sea 


We promise you we are going to 
resist the temptation to say this show 
is the bottom; because it isn’t. 
Neither, however, is it, shall we say, 
high adventure. It’s just middling. 
Your children will love it and, as 
often as not, Voyage to the Bottom of 
the Sea’s suspense will offer you 
escape. And these days, that’s not 
too bad, television fare being what 
it is. 


The chief character is an admiral 
named Nelson. No kidding. Anyway, 
played by Richard Basehart, he is ad- 
mirable. He plays it straight, and, 
considering the plots and dialog, that 
isn’t easy. Captain Crane (David 
Hedison), on the other hand, is a 
less successful character—possibly be- 
cause, the way his role is written, he 
doesn’t seem to have any. The rest 
of the cast, as well as the guest stars, 
particularly Torin Thatcher and Hed- 
ley Mattingly in one recent show, are 
better. 


One show started with Nelson and 
Crane trying to track down “some- 
thing that made two friends hate each 
other enough to kill.” Well, sir, as sure 
as you're born, they take off to the 
sort of misty half-world this show 
loves—which is a kind of a cross be- 
tween “Wuthering Heights” and “Here 
Comes Mr. Jordan,” only it’s all 
underwater—and in no time at all 
they’re on an island. Here there is 
all sorts of skulduggery, including a 
general of the People’s Republic and 
a mad scientist who’s tired of testing 
his hate drug on animals and wants 
to start on people. 


“Something,” says Nelson grimly, “is 
watching us.” Well, something is, all 
right—and, you can believe this or 
not, it turns out to be the scientist’s 
television cameras. In fact, from that 
time on, the entire episode turns out 


- to turn on whether or not the boys 


are going to be able to turn off their 
own show. But when the scientist 
turns them loose, the general of the 
People’s Republic is worried. “I 
thought there was no place on the 
island they could hide from our cam- 
eras,’ he says inscrutably. “There 
isn’t,” replies the scientist, like the 
good network man he is. “Let our 
automatic tracker track them.” 


But the scientist has underrated 
his Nielsen—or, rather, Nelson.

Connie Stevens 
is anything but 
that brainless bit

T ého appears on TV 


Connie with George Burns

Flanked by two naked light bulbs 
on Stage 6A at the Warner Brothers 
studios in Burbank, Cal. a dozen 
actors, producers and other production 
personnel fidgeted at a long green 
table, nervously eying the stage door. 
They had convened for the first re- 
hearsal of a segment of Wendy and Me, 
called for 9 o’clock on a Monday 
morning. Everybody had been punc- 
tual for the run-through save Connie 
Stevens, who plays Wendy. Comedian 
George Burns, the Me as well as the 
series producer, gamely filled the te- 
dious wait with anecdotes from his 
vast lode of show-business nostalgia. 
The director glanced at his watch 
with growing irritation. 

Beneath floral-printed sheets, 15 
miles away, Miss Stevens slept peace- 
fully beside her husband of 16 months 
in a king-size bed. A phone call from 
the studio finally roused her. She 
hastily changed from her ice-yellow 
shorty nightgown into a polka-dot 
shift she had worn to church the day 
before. Her teeth brushed and a comb 
perfunctorily raked through her short 
blonde hair, Connie sprinted out of 
her seven-room ranch house, gunned 
her brand-new Mustang fastback and 
headed for the freeway. 

Fifty minutes late, she undulated 
onto the set. Her half-opened gimlet 
eyes were shielded by huge sunglasses, 
her translucent skin was devoid of 
any makeup except face powder. 
“Now, to get even with her,” Burns 
said, in a stage whisper, “when she 
reads her first line, let’s not answer 
her for a half hour.” 

Connie picked up her leather- 
bound script and the rehearsal began. 
“Well, I’m all packed,” she read. Her 
line was followed by complete silence. 
Connie’s face turned red as the as- 
sembled throng stared at her with 
mock menace. Then they burst out 
laughing. “Let’s get on with the thing,” 


Burns interjected, having savored his 
subtle reprimand. “I just hope the 
script is as funny.” 

What makes the Wendy and Me 
episodes humorous is their unabashed 
resemblance to the old Burns and 
Allen television series that enjoyed 
a successful run of eight years in 
prime evening time. Connie plays a 
younger version of the late Gracie 
Allen—a feather-headed mistress of 
the malaprop, with quaint methods of 
dealing with the computer age. 

Quite possibly this variety of fluff- 
headed female has become all too 
familiar for discerning TV viewers. 
Despite Miss Stevens’ supposed popu- 
larity—she has decorated more than — 
200 covers of fan magazines and once 
was named among the Nation’s most 
admired women in a Gallup poll— 
Wendy and Me lagged in the ratings 
all season. And last month, when ABC 
announced its schedule for 1965-66, 
Wendy was among the absent. 

This harsh fact hardly dismays Miss 
Stevens, even though it means a hefty 
financial loss. She was cut in for 12% 
percent of the profits from the series. 
“A while back a lady told me: ‘You're 
so wonderful in that show, you’re 
gonna be on the air for 15 years,” 
Connie reports. “My reaction to that 
was—my eyes widened and I panicked. 
I just don’t have the emotional capac- 
ity to stick with something for that 
long. I have to be movin’ all the time. 
I hate to disillusion people and say I 
love this part and I could do it for the 
rest of my dying days.” 

Most of all, Connie yearns to be 
a revered motion-picture star, and she 
works overtime at making this dream 
come, true. Last January she brazenly 
burst into the office of producer Er- 
nest Lehman in an attempt to sell 
herself as the young wife opposite 
Mr. and Mrs. Richard Burton in the 
forthcoming movie “Who’s_ continued 
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Connie Stevens / continued 


Afraid of Virginia Woolf?” Dozens of 
actresses who possessed credentials far 
superior to Connie’s nebulous televi- 
sion roles and her skein of troubled- 
teen-ager films (“Parrish,’ “Susan 
Slade,” “Palm Springs Weekend”) had 
already been vetoed. But this did not 
deter the ambitious Connie. “I’d be 
perfect for that part,’ she insisted. 
“I'm the right age and I can handle 
it. And the timing in my career is 
right to do a part like that, completely 
different than anything I’ve ever done. 
My craft is tremendously important 
all of a sudden.” [Her efforts failed, 
however, and the role went to Sandy 
Dennis, a Broadway actress—Eb.] 


She refers to her craft 


At age 26 Miss Stevens can now 
glibly refer to her employment as a 
“craft,” just like the big box-office 
actors do. She reads “Psycho-cyber- 
netics” and “Uhuru” instead of fan 
magazines, which once breathlessly 
reported her every minor peccadillo. 
“I don’t read those stories any more 
because they upset me,” she says. “So 
I look at the pictures. And I still get 
upset, because I don’t look like Eliza- 
beth Taylor.” 

As if to underscore her new matu- 
rity, she has taken to wearing big, 
floppy hats, just like the fashionable 
ladies wear in the East. To commemo- 
rate this milestone, the Millinery In- 
stitute of America recently awarded 
Connie its Golden Hat award, what- 
ever that is. She has also become an 
active charity woman, functioning as 
activities chairman for a fund-raising 
group called Les Girls, and worker for 
the Cheerful Helpers for Handicapped 
Children. She performs at countless 
benefits for church groups, and spon- 
sors a little-league baseball team. 

To reveal these activities to the 
world at large and tub-thump her new 
adult image, Connie has a full-time 
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personal manager. But instead of 
sitting starry-eyed reading her name 
underlined in red grease pencil in the 
news clippings, and then meticulously 
pasting them into a leather scrapbook, 
she merely hoards the tear sheets in 
envelopes and buries them in her 
dresser drawer. 

No longer is she faced with the 
serious weight problems which dogged 
her several years ago. At one point, 
while she was beset with career frus- 
trations, she would gorge herself on 
Italian bread. Her tiny, 5-foot-2-inch 
frame ballooned to as much as 150 
pounds. Three times in 1962 she suf- 
fered physical breakdowns and was 
admitted to hospitals for extensive 
tests and bed rest. “I had too much 
energy for what I was capable of 
burning up, so I didn’t notice that I 
was getting run-down,” she says. “I’m 
mostly anemic and tire easily.” 

Today she takes vitamin pills and 
B-12 shots. Her weight problems ar- 
rested, she hovers around 120 pounds. 
Often she consumes nothing more than 
cups of black coffee for lunch. Con- 
cerned stagehands have a habit of 
slipping Hershey bars between the 
pages of her script to get her through 
the day. 

The familiar pony tail she wore 
as Cricket Blake in Hawaiian Eye 
has been shorn in favor of a modified 
Oliver cut Connie spotted in a movie 
magazine. It was 27-year-old James 
Stacy, a ski instructor turned actor, 
who scissored it off while he and Con- 
nie were frolicking at a swimming 
pool, two days before their marriage 
in 1963. “My hair was past my waist 
then,” she says, “just about down to 
my hips. When he cut it, I ran into 
my room and cried. I looked so awful.” 

The Stacy-Stevens nuptials, a sur- 
prise to many gossip columnists who 
had linked Miss Stevens with more 
widely known swains such as Glenn 
Ford, were recited before 700 invited 
guests in a cavernous San Fernando 
Valley church. The priest used a 


microphone to be heard in the rear 
pews, and 15 Mitchell Boys singers 
offered “Ave Maria.” Members of the 
Warner Brothers police force re- 
strained hundreds of panting fans 
outside. “I was so shaky,” recalls Con- 
nie, who wore a 7-foot-long train. 
“It was such a big deal. The first time 
I was married I wanted everything to 
go smoothly.” 


That old Hollywood problem 


The marriage, apparently, has gone 
smoothly enough, although some strain 
has been caused by a problem familiar 
in Hollywood marriages—the wife has 
greater fame and more earning power 
than the husband. At the time of 
their marriage Stacy had completed a 
film role opposite Hayley Mills. But 
not until he shot a pilot last year for a 
television series, And Baby Makes 
Three, and played the lead in a quick- 
ie movie called “A Swingin’ Summer,” 
was Stacy especially active. “My 
wife has given me two more years to 
support me,” he tells friends privately. 
Of life with Connie, a purposeful 
woman with varying moods, he says, 
“Tve learned to live with her.” 

Life with Connie, a spitz and a 
Yorkshire terrier centers around an 
open-beamed home in Sherman Oaks. 
The place is the scene of regular 
poker games involving Stacy and 
actors Bob Fuller and James MacAr- 
thur, who sit around smoking El Pro- 
ducto Queens that Connie has wangled 
from the show’s sponsors. “It looks 
funny for those young fellas to be 
smokin’ cigars,” she says. “The house 
stinks for the next three days.” 

Together, sprawled in an olive green 
lounge chair Connie gave Jim for a 
birthday present, the Stacys stay home 
each Monday night and watch Wendy 
and Me in black-and-white on a 
color-TV set she won on a quiz show. 
Connie, who viewed a total of only 
nine Hawaiian Eye adventures in four 
years, has faithfully continued 
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Connie Stevens /continued 


scrutinized each Wendy segment. “It’s 
very important to me now,” she says. 
“T watch everything—the editing, the 
costumes, the makeup.” 

Not long ago, when Connie was 
playing Cricket Blake, she couldn't 
care less. A contract player at Warner 
Brothers (she had signed a $300-a- 
week pact in 1959), Connie wrangled 
for nearly two years with studio ex- 
ecutives over her thankless role as 
handmaiden to Troy Donahue in 
Hawaiian Eye. She pleaded for a part 
of substance. The studio insisted on 
preserving her pristine Cricket image 
and forbade her to accept conflicting 
offers in films, television and night 
clubs. 

Connie, whom Hedda Hopper once 
called “an apple blossom with the 
wham of a bulldozer,’ employed a 
subtle form of retribution. She took 
two days off to mourn the death of 


Clip and save this new Sunsweet recipe 
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her dog, a Yorkshire named Beau. 
But when she backed out of a nation- 
wide personal-appearance tour to plug 
the show and failed to report for work 
one day, Warners suspended her con- 
tract. Connie first threatened to quit 
show business, but she cooled down 
and flew to Sydney, Australia, to ap- 
pear in a night-club revue. Warners 
enjoined her from performing in 
Australia, charging breach of contract. 


Settled out of court 


Eventually, the dispute was amica- 
bly resolved out of court. Connie 
lost an appreciable amount of money 
during her suspension, but she won 
her point. Her current contract en- 
ables her to make night-club appear- 
ances—she is tentatively slated to 
double with Burns in Las Vegas and 
Lake Tahoe this summer—and keep 
the money herself, rather than turn it 
over to the studio as in the past. She 
is also permitted to appear on other 
network television shows besides her 
own, and has already guest-starred on 
the Red Skelton and Hoilywood Palace 
hours this season. There still remains, 
however, a residue of displeasure with 
her long-time employers. “I haven’t 
worked with that many great actors,” 
she says, bluntly. “I’ve been with 
Warner Brothers for too long.” 

To pacify the temperamental ac- 
tress Warners has gone out of its way 
to make her comfortable on Wendy 
and Me. Connie’s specially decorated 
mobile dressing room is worthy of 
those accorded to feature-film players. 
It features a porch painted pink, with 
three wooden hearts dangling from the 
railing and a multicolored canvas 
awning with a white fringe atop the 
entrance way. Inside there are pink 
chairs, pink carpeting and a pink vel- 
vet couch. The walls have been 
covered with silk wallpaper adorned 
with hand-painted daisies and more 
pink hearts. “I feel like America’s 
Sweetheart,” Connie says. 
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They don’t ask if it’s good, just IS IT READY ?

Authors Max Shulman, Bruce Catton 
and Bennett Cerf, faculty members 
of the Famous Writers School, con- 
ducted a writing seminar recently 
of the Art Directors Club of New 
York. During the course of the eve- 
ning, Max Shulman, creator of Dobie 
Gillis, talked about television. His re- 
marks follow: 
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I'm going to talk about why tele- 
vision is so bad and I’ve got five min- 
utes to do it in. Now, you may think 
that five minutes isn’t enough time to 
tell why television is so bad, but it is. 

Pll tell you exactly what’s wrong 
with television . . . me, me, my guild, 
the writers, that’s what’s wrong with 
television. Never in the history of the 
world have there been enough good 


writers to go around. Never. In an- 
cient Greece six plays were pro- 
duced every year at the drama festival. 
Four were bad and one was shaky. 
On Broadway about 70 plays come 
in every year. Sixty are bad and seven 
are plagiarized. Book publishers issue 
about 2000 novels a year; 1950 are bad, 
11 are dirty. Magazines publish about 
5000 short stories a year. Two are 
good. There’s never been enough 
talent to go around, and we 
ought to consider that when a man 
writes a book, or a play, or even a 
story, he can take as long as he wants; 
he can take a month or a year or two 
years or 10 years. He can wait for the 
Muse; he can sharpen his pencil, he 
can walk his cheetah. He can just do 
whatever he likes. 

And with all that time and no pres- 
sure and no deadline, more than nine 
times out of 10 he comes up with a 
bomb. 

Well, think how it is in television. 
Think how it is in. television when 
you haven’t got the time; the clock 
is ticking all the time. Somebody .. . 
Moses came down from the mountain 
and said you had to do 39 shows a 
year. And so you do. That means that 
the deadline must be met. They don’t 
ask you is it good; they ask one ques- 
tion: Is it ready? If it’s ready, we 
shoot it. 

So I don’t know any writers person- 
ally who would not gladly take at 
least half of every word they have 
written and burn it, destroy it, leave 
no trace of it. 


Therefore you've got a_ situation, 
a business, in which writers who are 
bad more than half the time, even 
when they’ve got all the time in the 
world, and no pressure, are under a 
gun that simply makes them shake 
and quiver and tremble all over. That 
is why television is bad. 

But when a writer comes up with 
a good script, make no mistake, it 


gets produced. Not only does it get 
produced, but the writer gets signed 
for six more, all of which will be bad. 
All of which probably will get good 
ratings. 

There are those who feel that the 
rating system used for television is a 
capricious and inaccurate thing. It’s 
not. I don’t know exactly how many 
homes are involved in the Nielsen 
sampling . . . 2500, 3500, whatever .. . 
but we know that the technique of 
sampling has become astonishingly 
accurate, as witness what happened in 
the last Presidential election. They 
were almost on the button. And I 
think Nielsen does absolutely reflect 
what the people want to see. I think 
people are getting exactly the kind 
of television they want to see. You 
know, when people cry about why was 
this show canceled; it was so great... 
the reason it was canceled is that no- 
body looked at it, or not enough to 
make it possible for the advertiser 
to pay for it. 


I think the Nielsens are accurate. 
I think that television is not primarily 
an entertainment medium; television is 
primarily a sales medium, and the 
Nielsens reflect the number of people 
who will buy the product. And the 
effect on the writer is obviously to 
make the writer write the kind of 
stories that people are looking at be- 
cause that’s where the jobs are. 

What's the outlook? Pretty dim, 
pretty dim, very dim. Television’s not 
going to get any better. You're going 
to get the mixture as before, every 
year it’s going to be just as bad, from 
now until the end of time. 

And that is my message to you te- 
day. I hope . I do hope that I 
haven't stepped on any toes; I hope I 
haven’t offended anybody, because . . . 
well, in my mind nothing is as precious 
as friendship, and the richest man in 
the world is the one with the most 
money. Thank you.

Pour chicken broth and lemon juice evenly over 
casserole. Add salt and pepper to taste. Put uncovered casserole into 
preheated 350° F. oven for 15 minutes. Put shrimp and lobster into cas- 
serole, pushing pieces down info liquid. Continue baking until rice is almost 
tender, about 15 minutes. At this time the liquid should be almost absorbed. 
Thaw peas and artichoke hearts under running cold water, and separate. 
Add to casserole and stir to distribute through rice mixture. Push mussels 
and clams into rice. Bake 5 minutes, or until mussels and clams open. Add 
more broth if necessary to keep moist. To keep warm and prevent over- 
cooking, cover and lower heat to 250° F.—Helen Feingold; photo by Midori
